Beginning March 15 all Hos- 
pital Care members_ enrolled 
through the Farmers Federation 
will go on a new Blue Cross 
Standard Certificate which pays 
$8 a day for hospital room and 
board, including general nursing 
care and meals. 


This certificate pays up to 70 
days per hospital confinement for 
all conditions except admissions 
for mental and nervous disorders 
and pulmonary tuberculosis which 
are limited to 30 days per hospital 
confinement. 


Among the services paid in full 
are operating amd delivery room, 
anesthesia by hospital employee, 
set-up (not blood or 
basal metabolism, ex- 
and physical therapy. 
The certificate pays half the cost 
of laboratory services, X-Ray and 
Fluoroscopic examinations, oxy- 
gen therapy and all officially ap- 
proved drugs and antibiotics. 

Pre-existing conditions will be 
covered only after the certificate 
has been in effect for 24 consecu- 
tive months.

When the cow has acute 
mastitis, the germs in the udder 
may get into the blood stream 
causing septic mastitis. The cow 
then has chills and high fever, 
she eats little and is weak and 
may be unable to stand. Unless 
treated, she may die in a very 
short time. Chronic mastitis in 
most cases is easy to detect, for 
although there is no noticeable 
swelling of a quarter the milk may 
be flaky or stringy or otherwise 
abnormal. Unless these quarters 
are treated eventually enough 
scar tissue is formed so that a 
‘light” or “blind” quarter results. 

The regular use of the strip cup 
before milking helps the dairyman 
detect mastitis before it gets too 
great a foothold in his herd.

Planning A Lord's Acre Project 
For This Spring? 

Several New York State churches 
sponsor very successful Lord’s 
Acre Projects. Read what has been 
accomplished in the Truxton-East 
Homer Parish under the direction 
of the Methodist Men’s Club. The 
local Pastor is the Rev. Robert J. 
McCune of Truxton. 

“Last Spring (1957) the Metho- 
dist Men’s Club of the Truxton and 
East Homer ‘Methodist Churches 
embarked on an ambitious Lord’s 
Acre enterprise. They had no 
capital, but an abundance of 
energy and farming ‘know-how.’ 
Arrangements were made to rent 
about 20 acres of hill land. Oats 
and fertilizer were purchased on 
a note from the Truxton GLF. 
Then thirteen men started to work 
one morning using 4 tractors plow- 
ing, 2 dragging, and 2 drilling. 
Before sunset they had sown 20 
acres. A few weeks later they 
sprayed the field to keep out mus- 
tard weed. 


“It was a good year for oats and 
the yield ran 1 1/3 ton to the acre. 
A member of the parish combined 
the oats for cost and harvested 26 
tons. The straw was sold in the 
field for $150. Oats were bringing 
$45 a ton at that time. After all 
expenses were paid, the Men’s 
Club still had $779 remaining in 
their Lord’s Acre treasury. 


“Since that time 15 of the 20 
acres have been plowed and sown 


back to wheat which will bring a 
harvest next year. William Spen- 
cer is President of the Methodist 
Men. The Committee for the Lord’s 
Acre project included Wilson 
Berry, Gerald Young, and Gerald 
Hopkins.” 


Movie Emphasizes How Lord’s 
Acre Helps 


Recently the Methodist Church’s 
Division of Town and Country 
Church, released a splendid mov- 
ing picture depicting the wonder- 
ful progress made by a group of 
rural churches of several denomi- 
nations working together in Mis- 
souri. The picture is now being 
used by the Department of Town 
and Country Churches of the Na- 
tional Council of Churches. The 
movie tells the story of a group of 
country churches of several de- 
nominations in Missouri that were 
set in their ways and ‘customs, 
never accepting new ways of do- 
ing things. They are slowly dying 
and had become resigned to the 
fact. A rural worker introduced 
the Lord’s Acre Plan. Over the 
objection of many the churches 
began to use it. It worked won- 
ders for them. It not only 
brought financial help but it 
brought new life and spirit to the 
churches. It not only brought a 
spirit of cooperation between all of 
the churches but also among the 
people of the community. The 
dedicated crops and animals really 
become the Lord’s Acres!
